The Peiping 
regime has launched a new campaign calling for an intensification of 
the Chinese effort in Korea over the next seven months, and speci¬ 
fically for the purchase of heavy equipment for Chinese forces in 
Korea* Government spokesmen state that Communist foroes are 
superior in manpower resources but need "planes, tanks, guns, and 
other military equipment," and that funds for the purchase of 
such materiel will be raised by increased production and taxes and 
"donations" of work-hours, profits and savings* The campaign is 
to bo reyiewed by the Party in January 1952.
